Ag 
we are developing juto a broader toler- 
ance of opinion and a more wholesome 
moderation of action, and exempilfying 


the higher trutbs of our philosophy by 


daily living Ita teachings, we find public 


opinion changing to admiration. ‘The 


pregnant with grand truths. There le 
po reason to be ashamed, but every 
reason to be proud of the progress made 
by Splritualiam. Weare not entitled to 
public respect unless we have self re- 
spect. The future bide us to usefulness
